The prior art or record including the applicant's IDS filed 
September 17, 2010 is directed to the application of non- 
negative matrix factorization for various applications, e.g., 
image processing, signal processing, and machine vision; but 
none of the prior art of record are directed to display driving 
using the technique of non-negative matrix factorization. 
Claims 2-18, 33, 37, 39-47, 49, and 51 depend from the 
independent claims 1, 34, 35, 36, 48, and 50 and are thus 
allowable for at least the same reasons provided above with 
respect to claims 1, 34, 35, 36, 48, and 50.
